It in vot bard thing to understand 
this disallowance matter, The o>0as 
ions which demand the ue of the crown 
veto were very clearly defined by Sir 
John Macdonald himself, when the New 
Brunswick Scheo!

THE NEW HEALTH ACI. 

The Oatario Health Act of 1884 is a 
comprehensive bill giving large powers 
to the now Jocal Boards of Health which 
are to consist of the Mayor and six rate 
payers. The clerk of the council is to 
be seerotary and the council may (not 
shall) appoint and pay a Medical Health 
Offloer and a Sanitary Inspector. The 
Board has authority to order the abate- 
ment of nuisances and the removal of 
abv objectionable matter, and the clean- 
ing of any p'ace, and enforce its author- 
ity by directing that the thing shall be 
done and the expense recovered by dis 
tress, the same as taxes, When the 
order involves an expenditure of over 
$100, there may be an appeal to the 
County Jadge. When anyone comp- 
laing to the Board the matter shall be

THE COE CHARGES. 


Below wo reproduce from Saturday's 
Globe the facta relating to the charges 
against the Government brought by Mr.

Austral of the Anchor line, built specially 


for passenger service, is, without exception 

one of the largest, ewiftest and most com- 
modious orate in the Transatlantic trade 
to-day. She was bailt by John Eider, 
& Oo, , of Glasgow, is 470 feet in length 
48 feet in width, 87 feet depth of bold,and 
hergross register tonage is 5,588 tone 
She is supplied with three cylinder engines 
of 9,000 horse power, and bas four cylindri: 
eal steo! boilers. 

This maguificent steamship is wholly 
built of mild ateel, all of which bas been 
carefully tested, so that its great strength 
might be known and its qaallty ensared.
